They understood th a t Na/i regim entation was not 
so much an idle exercise in heavy-handed discipline 
by a group oi arrogant political m aiteis as it was a 
vitally im portant preparation for m odern war 
i'hey 
warned that the United States, too, would have to 
submit to the yoke of regim entation 11 it prepared for 


modem wur. 
It was pointed out 
that modem war differed 
from old-fashioned war in the amount of materials j 
needed to support combatants. What went on be­ 
hind tile lines was fully as important as events on 
the fighting front 
Workmen 
had 
to 
be just as 
elficient and well disciplined as soldiers. 
Everything j 
had to be subordinated to the war effo. t There was 
no room for freedom of 
action 
in 
tin* economic 
structure 
The totalitarian slate was the functional . 
form of any state prepuiing for or waging war 
The j 
farsighted individuals predicted 
that 
the 
United 
States jyould find that out 
to its sorrow -lf it ever 
tried to match the military efficiency of Germany j 
Today, the United States Is trying to match the 
military efficiency of Germany. Its citizens are learn­ 
ing to their astonishment that the richest nation in 
the world cannot have Its cake and eat it. too 
They 
are being ordered, not asked, to give up butter for 
guns, figuratively speaking so far but perhaps more 
literally later on. In a hundred wa\s, from peacetime 
conscription to the arbitrary orders putting unnec­ 
essary business enterprises on the rocks, the United 
States Is experiencing regimentation. 
It may be argued that, the regimentation Is vol­ 
untary and free of the curse of dictatorship. It may 
be argued that the instant the emergency Is over. 
Americans will refuse to tolerate either the form or 
spirit of regimentation. 
It. may be argued that these 
and other essential differences make regimentation 
In the United States so vastly different from regi­ 
mentation in Germany that there Can be no proper 
comparison. 
It cannot be argued, however, that regimentation 
Is purely the consequence of dictatorial errogance un­ 
checked by popular restraints 
Rather, regimentation 
Is the means whereby the resources of a state are 
rallied and disciplined, something that must be done 
in wartime. The United States, if it continues In the 
same direction that its 
military 
preparations are 
carrying it now, cannot be greatly different in the 
long run from any othet 
regimented 
state 
The 
paradox of the situation is that its only chance of 
being different in the long run lies in the possibility 
that it may not be dlferent now. 
Otherwise, it will 
be handicapped in tlie battle of production that is at 
live heart of modern warfare.
